The DeLorme Street Atlas USA 3.0 costs 40 bucks minus 20 buck rebate (expires 
Dec15) from PC Connections 1-800-800-5555 catalogue number 23442. That's 20 
bucks net. 


Lat Lon numbers appear and change automatically as you move mouse around map. 
Lat Lon lines formed into grids can be placed on top of map, forming grid 
squares. Map redraws with every detail turned on take about 1.5 second on my 
486 computer. You can save any map in a computer file. You can add symbols, 
text, or textnotes anywhere on the map to customize it. Oh I don't know maybe 
for instance you can note which camping site number you remember from last 
adventure trip, or mark watering holes for bicycling stops. Could customize a 
map and send it e-mail to a friend who had the program on his computer.

Just a little reminder to all those gazillions of homebrewers and kit 


builders out there. This is just common sense, but it can also be pretty 
sneaky: Be aware while you're building things. This latest slap in the 
face happened to me while aligning my new Sierra over the past couple days. 
Several of the steps require the use of an RF probe to measure voltage while 
tweaking or otherwise adjusting something else. I've been using my HB 
probe, and thought it was working fine. When it came down to doing the 
transmitter adjustments, it seemed that I wasn't getting any power out to 
the antenna. Last night and several hours today were spent trying to locate 
the black hole into which the RF was falling into. Needless to say, all 
this thinking seriously tasked my brain. Three calls to Jerry (at least I 
think it was him - never asked his name) at Wilderness Radio kept me 
tracking and tracing all about the circuit, finding all sorts of "erroneous" 
readings with my probe. Now, all regular DC measurements (which the Sierra 
manual does an excellent job of listing) were right on the money. Finally, 
Jerry & I came to the conclusion (OK, he realized it first) - my probe 
wasn't reliable. I was getting good signals in some places, and bad reading 
in others which contradicted the good readings. Luckily, many parts of the 
alignment can also be done by listening to it on another rx and adjusting 
for highest received S-meter readings. Did it this way, and lo and behold - 
2.55 watts out to the dummy load! I actually got to back down the driver a 
bit. Jerry had done his part like a champ, considering all the bad 
information I was giving him. 


So, as I said before, it's all common sense - if something isn't right, 
check everything: the circuit itself, parts, test equipment, and most 
especially, the operator.
